A HINT FOR TODAY. | 
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RAINEY IS FLAYED 
ON FLOOR OF HOUSE 


Burton Says Misstatements 
Were Used to Bolster Up 
Charges of Graft in 
Panama Purchase. 


WANTS RIGHT FOR TAFT. 


IIlinoisan Said to Have Used 
Tactics of “Scurvy Politi- 
clan“; Members Thrown 
Into Confusion. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special.}— 
Representative Rainey of Illinois renewed 
his attack on the persons connected with the 
Paname canal today. As a result he wae 
given a scoring by Mr. Burton of Ohio which 

remarkable in the plainness and vigor of 
the language used. 

Mr. Rainey, Mr. Burton said, had furnished 


absolutely no proof of wrongdoing in con- 


nection with the purchase of the canal fran- 
chise, but had ‘*‘ conjured up wrongs and but- 
tressed them with slander and falsehood.” 
He declared the Mnois man had placed him- 
self on a level with the scurvy politician "’ 
and challenged him to get from behind the 
protection of the constitution and house 
rules and make his chargesin the open. 

T regard the speeches made by the gen- 
tleman from Illinois last month and this 
month as most unfortunate,” began Mr. Bur- 
ton, “not only for himself, but as regards 
the relations between this house and the 
country. In a somewhat extended service 
here I never have known such a nonchalant 
disregard for accuracy and for the reputation 
of men at home and abroad. [Loud applause. } 
I submit to you, Mr. Chairman, it is beneath 
the dignity of this house, and certainly I say 
the gentleman's own dignity, to refer flip- 
pantly to a man by saying that he ought to 
be a freak in a museum, That man has his 
home and his family, and the member should 
be forced to stand up and sustain some accu- 
sation against him rather than to speak of 
him as a freak in a museum.” [Loud ap- 
plause. } 


New. Charges Without Proof. 


Mr. Rainey jumped to his feet, but Mr. 
Burton remarked: 

1 decline to yield; perhaps I will later.“ 
Then he continued: 

“ The distinctive feature of the remarks of 
the gentleman from Illinois today has been 
that he abandons for the most part his ac- 
cusations made in former speeches and goes 
afield and brings in a new lot of accusations 
relating for the most part to @ treaty now 
pending between Panama and the United 
States. but involving Colombia as well. It 
would have been more edifying for the house, 
it would have been more instructive for the 
country, if the gentleman had proven the 
accusations made dy him a few days ago, and 
it is of Uttle use for us to take up and seek to 
analyse a treaty that is now pending before 
the senate. 

It is impossible there should be such child- 
like, such careless abandonment of the rights 
of this country as to lead to the unfavorable 
results which the gentleman has portrayed 
before us. 

„ must disapprove hie methods. At great 
length he declaimed here a few days ago 
about a timber contract pending down in 
Panama. He declaimed about a concession 
tor a railroad. It appears the timber contract 
has been entirely abandoned. It appears that 
so far from granting a concession to any pri- 
vate individuals to build a railroad the gov- 
ernment of Panama by its congress voted on 
Jan. 5, some considerable time before the gen- 
tleman’s speech was made, that the rallroad 
should be built by the government and not 
by private individuals. 


Calls Wrongs Imaginary. 

“With great earnestness the gentleman 
declaimed that we should right wrongs. 
No one will contradict him on that; but I do 
object to conjuring up wrongs and buttress- 
ing them with slander and falsehood, when 
there are real wrongs to right. I do object 
to going into another country and seeking 
to control its policy.“ 

„ demand that the gentleman's remarks 
be taken down, Rainey shouted, red with 
rage, while tumult reign the house. 

Republican members applauded. Burtan 
continued hig speech, the Democratic mem- 
bers shouting for order. 

“I object to going into another country,” 
shouted Mr. Burton above the tumult, “ and 
seeking to control its policy, when we have 
wrongs enough at home to take care of.“ 
{Applause on Republican side} 

Rainey’s request finally reached Repre- 
sentative Watson of Indiana, who was in the 
chair. 

By dint of repeated poundings Watson 
finally restored order and directed the ste- 
nographer to prepare the remarks objected 
to go they could be read., Before the stenog- 
rapher could read his notes Mr. Burton said: 

“Mr. Chairman, if there is any question 


about it I will withdraw the remark and let 
it go out of the Record, but it must be stated 
that it was said under great provocation.“ 

I decline to accept that.“ shouted Rainey. 

The Chairman—“ The gentleman from Ohio 
states that he withdraws the remark from 
the Record.“ 

Mr. Rainey“ And I insist that it shall be 
reported.“ 

The Chairman— The gentleman from IIli- 
noig insists that the words shall be taken 
down and reported. Under the rules of the 
house——”’ 

Mr. Ralney— I withdraw the point of 
order, Mr. Chairman.” 

That ended the incident. 


Demands That Rainey Retract. 

Continuing Mr. Burton declared Mr. Rainey 
should retract his remarke against President 
Elect Taft. Mr. Rainey's remarks, Mr. Bur- 
ton said, had been on the level of the scurvy 
politician. There were far weightier matters 
that the house could consider. Mr. Rainey, 
Mr. Burton declared, had taken up the cud- 
gels of a disappointed side and taken up 
their material without analyzing it.“ 

Mr. Burton paid a tribute to Mr. Cromwell, 
President Obaldia, and the others mentioned 
by Mr. Rainey. Are we not stepping below 
the level on which we stand,“ he inquired, 
*‘ when we bring in private citizens here and 
openly accuse them of that which brings 
contumely and corruption?’ 

He challenged Mr. Rainey to make his 
statements out in the open. Will he,” he 
asked, when he is outside the protection at- 
forded by the constitution and rules of this 
house, will he out in the open make the state- 
men t he has been me here on the 
22 27 802 house? Witte make so free with 
reputations as he has in addressing us?’ 

The Democrats applauded when Mr. Bur- 
ton sald it was to the eredit of the Demo- 
cratic national committee that it had refused 
to have anything to do with the alleged 
acandals. ‘*‘ But what consolation is there,” 
he asked, for the accusation now made?” 


Demands a Square Deal. 

Mr. Burton provoked laughter by saying 
that Mr. Rainey felt honored at h been 
put in the Ananiasclub. Mr. Rainey, he said, 
was qualified for the presidency of the club. 
„With a carelessness that ill befits a member 
of this house, Mr. Burton aid. Mr. Rainey 
had listened to statements of detraction 
against men whose reputations should be 
above reproach. 

Let us have a fair and square and direct 
statement and proof of that which he has 
already said.“ Mr. Burton pleaded. “ Then, 
when they are all proved, perhaps the house 
and the country will listen to what else he 
has to say. But so long as the substantial 
averments he has made have been proved 
groundless, it is not for us to turn aside from 
our ordinary business to pay attention to 
further accusations.” 

While not sharing the opinion of Mr. Bur- 
ton as to the enormity " of Mr. Rainey’s 
action in seeking protection under the house 
rules, Mr. Cockran (N. T.) declared that it 
would be an intolerable situation for a citizen 
of the United States, who had not been con- 
victed of a crime, to be assailed on the floor 
of the house and no method provided by 
which the truth could be ascertained. He 
closed by demanding that Mr. Rainey’s 
charges should be investigated. and their 
truth or inaccuracy once for all established.“ 


Substance of Rainey Speech. 

Rainey started the row when he arose to 
reply to the charges that the information 
upon which his remarks in a recent speech 
were based was obtained from “ ex-conyicts 
and blackmailers,” this accusation having 
been made in the house by Representative 
Lovering of Massachusetts. 

“True loyalty to this great enterprise, 
Representative Rainey said, means you 
must expose and denounce all kinds of graft 
in connection with it in order to avoid the 
pitfalls in which the French companies fell, 
and I propose to do this, whether it meets 
with the approval of the next president of 
the United States or not.“ 

Representative Rainey declared Lovering 
had not attempted to deny a single fact he 
had stated, but after making his charges 
proceeded to eulogize William Nelson Crom- 
well. Mr. Rainey stated his evidence was 
obtained from Panama.

PEOPLE DECIDE FIGHTS. 


Battles to Be Settled on Merits, 
if Public Accepts Chance 
to Do Its Duty and 
Goes to Polls. 


This is the day the direct primary law goes 
in to win its own battle. At fighting weight 
and heavily backed, legally and theoretically, 
the much vaunted statute will step into the 
ring at 6o’clock this morning. Until 5 o'clock 
this afternoon it will be pummeled, jostled, 
punched, and kicked, and smashing in the 
breakaway is not barred in the rules. 

It ia up to the direct primary to deliver to 

af Chicago tonight one perfectiy good 
candidate for city treasurer for each of the 
four parties, Republican, Democratic, Social - 
ist, and Prohibition: Also one well equipped 
candidate for city clerk from each of the par- 
ties. 

To win an unquestioned title to the cham- 
pionship belt of political jurisprudence the 
law which ascribes a certain degree of father- 
hood to Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby is com- 
pelled to provide tonight thirty-six nice can- 
didates for aldermen of the city of Chicago 
for each of the four political organizations 
which come legally within the primary law 
provisions. 

To promote peace and good will Mayor 
Busse yesterday issued the customary proc- 
lamation closing the saloons on primary day. 


Chance to Win on Merits. 

This is the opportunity for the direct pri- 
mary law to be tried out upon its merits, 
declare the politicians. The ballot is short. 
The issue is clean cut in a decisive number of 
instances, both in the city as a whole and ina 
minority of the wards where the aldermanic 
battles have grown intensely bitter. The 
primary voting on the Republican side is to 
be confined to those who voted the Repub- 
lican primary ticket at the Deneen-Yates 
primary. Likewise the Democrats who voted 
as Democrats on Aug. 8 are the Democratic 
voters at today's balloting. 

The law permits all legal voters who did 
not participate in the Aug. 8 primary to 
choose their own party today, unless per- 
chance they have signed a nominating peti- 
tion, which establishes their partisanship for 
the time being. 

It is this condition which makes the board 
of election commissioners seriously appre- 
hensive of violations of the direct primary 
law. So threatening are conditions, especial- 
ly in the Ninth ward, that thirty special men 
were deputized last night to man the polis 
in that ward. 

A fiying squadron of reserves will be at 
the office of the election commissioners with 
automobiles in waiting to respond to any 
trouble call which may come in from any 
part of the city. The officials expect to keep 
in constant touch with the polling places in 
the First, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth wards. 


Rinaker Calls for Fair Play. 

County Judge Lewis Rinaker covered the 
situation in the afternoon, when he said: 

„It is the purpose of the election officials 
of Chicago to give the city as absolutely 
clean and honest a primary as can be under 
the law. Extraordinary efforts have been 
made by the election commissioners, as I 
have found, tending to this end. 

„In the Ninth ward, where election frauds 
were alleged at the Aug. 8 primary. the com- 
missioners will have a representative from 
their office in each polling place. It will be 
that man’s duty to see that no man votes 
illegally. We have no interest in which 
party polls the larger vote or which candi- 
date wins. 

„I do not think that there will be serious 
ground for allegations of fraud at tomorrow’s 
primary. There is no contest, practically. 
in any one of the so-called river wards. 
There will be an available reserve force, how- 
ever, to be sent to any trouble spot.” 


Varied Predictions of Vote. 

There is a wide divergence of opinion con- 
cerning the size of the vote to be cast. Esti- 
mates of the political managers ran all the 
way from 125,000 to 225.000 as an estimate of 
the total vote of all parties. The only cri- 
terion by which to judge is the vote cast at 
the gubernatorial primaries, at which were 
cast by all parties 216,482 votes. This total, 
it ie remembered, was rolled up after one of 


the most sensational campaigns in the his- 


tory of Chicago and [llinois. 3

Boy, Orphaned by Czar, Asks 
Shelter and Refuses Money. 


FROM RUSSIA TO POVERTY. 


: . 
Son of Revolutionist Flees Country; 
Nearly Starves in U. 8. 


Hungry, footsore, discouraged, and weary. 
Samuel Wyman, a 19 year old Russian 
refugee, wandered into the Harrison street 
police station last night and craved a place 
of shelter. 

The lad had not eaten in three days, yet 
when money was offered him to buy food he 
turned away with tears streaming down his 
cheeks. ö 05 

Born in Odessa of Jewish parents, the boy 


said he had been in the United States sinve 


last December. He ts an orphan, his father 
having been killed by the Russian soldiers, 
and his mother dying a year later of broken 
heart. 


Smuggled Over the Borders. 
After the death of his mother he had an 
amount equal to $150in American money. He 
paid $50 to a man who smuggled him across 


the border, and he sailed from Bremen, Ger- 
many, to Baltimore. 

is destination was Cleveland, O., where 
he had an uncle, Jacob Klein, 86 Laurel 
street. 

On the day of his arrival in Cleveland the 
uncle, who did not know 228 was coming 
from Russia, left for San ncisco. 

Upon his arrival in Cleveland he was un- 
able to speak a word of English. In the two 
years he lived in the Ohio city he went to the 
Mayflower night school, and acquired a fairly 
good education. He reads and writes much 
better than many boys of his age who were 
reared in Chicago. 


Father Killed by Bayonets. 

My father belonged to the Revolutionary 
party in Russia,“ said the youth, and was 
a man of considerable literary ability. 

“He conducted a printing house from 
which were issued pamphlets and other read- 
ing matter attacking the government for 
its cruelty to the Jews. Two young women 
of Odessa were co-workers with him in the 
printing office. 

„One day in 1904 the soldiers dicovered 
my father’s printing establishment. They 
ran their bayonets through his body, killing 
him, and then mutilated the corpse in a 
terrible manner. 

My mother never recovered from the 
awful shock. She and I were allowed to 
bury him in private. Soon afterward she be- 
came sick and died in my arms. ; 

I remained in Odessa for about a year, as 
I was too young to start out in the world and 
I couldn’t have got away even if I had so 
wished. Finally I heard of this man who was 
bribing soldiers and issuing false passports 
to any one who wished to leave the country. 

IJ am almost afraid to speak of it now for 
fear the Russian government will hear of it 
and transport me back. He‘gave me letters 
that took me to Bremen and from there I 
sailed to America. 

In Cleveland I worked at dishw ishing in 
restaurants and went to night school. I can. 
speak Russian, Yiddish, German, and Eng- 


lish. 
Last Meal on Stale Bread. 

„ ive weeks ago I came to Chicago. On 
arriving here I had 65. I have been able to 
get only one week's work since coming here. 
Three days ago my last penny was spent for 
a stale loaf of bread, and I heve walked the 
streets hungry ever since.”

Falls Unconscious After Handing to a 
Neighbor Two Letters, One for a For- 
mer Caller. 


Mrs. Maude Marion Schafer, a widow, 387 


years old, tried to commit suicide in her home

He said it represented his personal senti- 
ments alone. but it easily may be considered 
the authoritative word, collectively. for the 
last ditchers in the Hopkins camp.

In conf the degree President Need- 
ham declared the faculty and trustees of 
the university were moved to bestow the 
honor upon Mr. Roosevelt because of his per- 
ona! qualities and hie achievements in the 
fields ef government and literature. He re- 
viewed President Roosevelt's administration, 
during which he said civic and business life 
had received a strong impulse to higher eth- 
ical standards and that methods once com- 
mon and lawful were now condemned as be- 
ing contrary to public opinion. 

Of Gov. Hughes, President Needham said 
the di conferred was because of the 
‘New Y. executive's high intellectual at- 
tainments, his joyalty to the best tradition, 
and his tneistence that all public service
